“Blessed are the merciful ... 


ERCY IS the anti- 
thesis of legalism. 
Even where the New 


Testament allows men to 
make personal choices, many 
try to enforce a sort of new 
legalism upon the people by 
their legislative actions that 
have no place in the Chris- 
tianity of the New Testament. 
When we try to make our 
own “do’s and don’ts” obli- 
gatory on everyone else, we 
miss it. There is something 
wrong if our following Jesus 
makes us hard and denuncia- 
tory. The Biblical sense of 
mercy is more than the for- 
giving of an offender. It em- 
bodies compassion, sympathy, 
pity, and forgiveness. To be 
merciful, we must have to do 
with a God of mercy. Man- 
kind has said for centuries, “I 
can forgive, but I can’t for- 
get.” But according to the 
Bible, that is not forgiveness. 
God says of our sin, “I will 

remember them AGAINST you no more forever.” We 
“ may not be able to erase the wound from our memory 
by wilful action, but we surely can remember them 
AGAINST the offender no more—yea and forever! Here 
is where the enemy trips many. Once the offence is 
forgiven and supposedly buried in the past, then a new 
misunderstanding may arise. Immediately a resurrection 
of the old hurt occurs and adds its fuel to the new 
flame, making it double in its intensity. Mercy can 
extinguish the fire. Let it flood your heart and soul as 
it pours forth from a God whose mercy endureth forever. 

As we study these blessed passages, it is worthy to 
note the reciprocal nature of the promises. The merciful 
shall receive mercy, and how we will need it! As David 
said, “Every man at his best state is altogether vanity.” 
When we shall stand before the thrime and see our 
God as He is, surely the heart cry will be, “Mercy, O 
Lord, haye mercy!” And we shall have it. That is His un- 
breakable Word. He who loves will be loved; he who 
helps will be helped; and so on through the whole of 
our relationship between God and man. We should keep 
uppermost in our minds what Christ said concerning 
our treatment of others; namely, “Inasmuch as ye have 
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done it unto the least of these my brethren, ye have 
done it unto me.”

Text: Mark 6:5, 6, “And he (Jesus) could there do no 
mighty work....And he marvelled because of their un- 
belief.” 


He lost His power with God? Was He lax in 

His prayer life? To all these questions we must 
answer, “No,” or make ourselves ridiculous. Yet, we are 
told in a positive statement that He was unable to do 
in Nazareth the mighty works which customarily fol- 
lowed in the wake of His ministry. 

This lull in His potent ministry was very brief, for 
soon again the deaf heard the music of His voice; the 
blind saw the radiance of His smile; the dumb shouted 
aloud His praise; the lame leaped with joy at His touch; 
sinners were loosed at His command; and multitudes 
clamored for the Word of life as it fell with love from 
His lips. No, Jesus was the same as He had always been, 
but the people were different. It was they who were out 
of God’s will; it was they who knew no power with God; 
it was they who were lax in prayer. Christ was shackled 
with the shackles of their unbelief. 

The people of Nazareth refused to accept Jesus. They 
refused to believe in Him. He was not the man they 
wanted. From the beginning their minds were warped 
against Him, and regardless of what He wrought in their 
midst they found some reason to hold fast to their 
prejudices. They refused Him their cooperation and con- 
fidence and met His every approach to their hearts with 
a cynical sneer or a stinging slur. How absurdly foolish 
they were. That is the prejudice which shackles. 


UE JESUS out of God’s will in Nazareth? Had 


LEADERS CAN do little or nothing without 
the full cooperation and confidence of their followers. 
Military officers, therefore, ask for the “blind faith” of 
their men. Regardless of what energies and potentialities 
they possess, it takes belief in them and love for them to 
make great leaders great. 

In the Church, prejudice toward any leader or min- 
ister is an unwelcome intruder. It will deter our progress, 
hinder the work of the Lord, break hearts, and cause 
the damnation of souls. To do the great work of which 
they are capable, every official and every minister must 
be free from prejudice in either his followers or his 
fellow workmen. 

“But he is not the man we wanted. He is not the man 
for us,” people often say of their pastor, teacher, or 
overseer. What responsibility you assume; what judgment 
you pass; what folly you display; what hearts you break! 
Any person who would say that is saying, also, in his at- 
titude, that he is more in knowledge of God’s will than 
the object of his scorn or of the person, or persons, who 
placed him there. Such responsibility before God! 

Were not the Corinthians childish in their contentions, 
which brought sharp upon their ears the rebuke of Paul, 
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when some said, “I am of Paul, and I am of Apollos, and 
I of Cephas, and I of Christ’? Then, are not we as childish 
when we refuse a minister merely because we like another 
more? Of course, all pastors are not alike. Most. certainly 
they are vastly different in many ways, and thank God 
for it. The grace of God is not a steam-roller to press 
from a man his individuality and make every minister 
a duplicate of some other. Did it make impulsive Peter 
like methodical Paul? Far from it. Did it make their 
methods alike? their temperaments? their personalities? 
Certainly not. Yet none dare say one was a better 
Christian than the other, or that one did a better work 
than the other, or that one was in any whit greater 
than the other. How pitifully inadequate the grace of 
God would be if one man could rise so far above all 
others that no one could ever replace him! How woefully 
small the heart must be that has only the capacity to 
love and trust one man alone! The Nazarenes were 
prejudiced because they thought Jesus could not be as 
great as Moses. But He was. 


MEN HAVE OFTEN been rejected because of 
their backgrounds. Their works are often brought to 
disregard because they were once vile and ignorant. 
And some, because they are cutured and refined, are re- 
jected on the grounds that they are “above us.” What 
if Edison’s inventions had been disregarded because his 
teacher once sent him home with a note explaining that 
she would no longer teach him because he was too 
ignorant to learn? What if “Amazing Grace” had not 
been published because its.composer, when degraded in 
sin, stooped to drink whiskey from the cuspidors on the 
saloon floor? What if George Whitefield’s mighty ministry 
had been smothered in prejudice because he once mopped 
the floors and drew ale and beer in his mother’s tavern? 
What if all the people had rejected Christ because He 
was a carpenter and the son of a carpenter? Don’t be 
vain enough to judge a man for what he once was. 

If you are displeased with your pastor, your overseer, 
your Sunday School teacher, your official, don’t refuse 
him your cooperation (which is definitely unchristian), 
but work hard with him until time for a change comes. 
Then when the time for a change comes, your works 
together will have created such a love for him and so 
much will have been accomplished that you will not 
want to change, after all. Sit down on him and it will 
hurt him for a short while, but it will hurt you forever. 

Never say a man is out of God’s will until you are 
in God’s will in saying it. Never say his preaching is 
inferior until you have prayed and encouraged and helped 
to make it superior. Never criticize his methods until 
you are prepared to give concrete evidence of better ones. 
Never refuse him your full cooperation until you prove 
him a false prophet and exhorter of a lie. Otherwise, he, 
with his work for God, may become shackled by your 
prejudice. And when he is shackled, you are shackled, too.

OUR HOPE 


URELY IN THESE PERILOUS TIMES, every 

S spiritual Christian is crying an “amen” to 

John’s prayer, “...Come, Lord Jesus,” Rev- 
elation 22:20. We yearn, weep, and pray for that glad 
day when He shall return to take His bride. Jesus left 
a commission to “occupy till I come” (Luke 19:13), and 
there is a tremendous job to be done for the Jews. 

During the tribulation period 144,000 Jews will be 
saved (Revelation 7). Thus, it stands to reason that 
as the Church will be raptured before the tribulation, it 
is her work to sow the seed of the Word in Jewry. You 
may say your calling is not to the Jew. Let us put it this 
way. If you were en route to your work and saw a little 
animal caught in the brambles, your conscience would 
not let you pass it up. You would free it and count it a 
duty and a privilege, and you would be a happier person 
at your job. Yet, in your neighborhood and shopping 
district there are “lost sheep of the house of Israel,” 
with precious souls, caught in the brambles of sin and 
death. As a Christian, you have eternal life and “the 
Gospel of Christ,” which is “the power of God unto salva- 
tion to every one that believeth, to the Jew first, and 
also to the Greek,” Romans 1:16. 

This neglect ought not to be! We are debtors to the 
Jew! (Romans 11.) Through the nation of Israel came 
our Saviour and the Scriptures. During the kingdom age, 
the Church will reign with the Jewish Messiah. It will 
be through converted Israel that the world will be blessed: 
“Thus saith the Lord of hosts; In those days it shall 
come to pass, that ten men shall take hold out of all 
languages of the nations, even shall take hold of the 
skirt of him that is a Jew, saying, We will go with you: 
for we have heard that God is with you,” Zechariah 8:23. 
Therefore, it is no wonder that Satan is endeavoring to 
blind us to our responsibility as individuals to testify to 
the Jew. 

One need not be a prepared missionary to get this job 
done. The Holy Spirit will use His own Word; but it is 
our duty and blessed privilege to put the Word into Jewish 
hands, then pray that the seed sown will bear fruit. The 
Million Testaments Campaign, 1505 Race St., Philadelphia 
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2, Pa., a faith organization, will supply free Old Testa- 
ment prophecy editions of the New Testament (especially 
prepared for Jews) in various languages if they are 
given to Jews agreeing to read them. It is also well to 
be provided with good Jewish tracts. Sometimes when a 
Testament is refused, a brief tract will be accepted. A 
tract ministry by mail is a splendid way for shut-ins 
to serve. Jewish names and addresses may be gleaned 
from the telephone book, vital statistics, and social 
columns of newspapers, or Jewish papers. The following 
is one of a number of fundamental missions to the 
Jews from which tracts may be secured. Write for a tract 
list.

THERE IS A SPECIAL blessing pronounced 
upon those who befriend the Jew: “I will bless them 
that bless thee, and curse them that curseth thee: and 
in thee shall all families of the earth be blessed,” Genesis 
12:3. Surely there is no greater way to show gratitude to 
Jesus for our salvation than to point His brethren, ac- 
cording to the flesh, to their Messiah-Redeemer, and in 
this way to hasten His return. 

It is well to acquaint ourselves somewhat with the 
Jewish mind and attitude, the better to understand the 
reactions of God’s ancient people. The Jew is emotional, 
proud, and sensitive. Generations of ridicule and perse- 
cution, many times at the hands of so-called Christians, 
has erected a barrier which only genuine love and prayer 
can level. It is small wonder that some of them are 
suspicious and on the defensive. In their place, apart from 
the grace of Christ, we would be the same. A missionary 
to the Jews once said, “If we would understand how 
to deal with others, we must first look into our own 
hearts.” This will give us patience in cultivating friend- 
ship with those Jewish folk whom God keeps in our path. 
Like any other persecuted peoples, the Jew does not ap- 
preciate patronizing sympathy; but, as a flower opens 
to the warmth of the sun, so he responds to love, mercy, 
and sincerity. 

If you are one upon whose heart the Lord has laid a 
burden to do more than to hand out a Testament or Tract, 
a few pointers may be helpful. In the first place, we 
Christians are to create a holy jealousy in their hearts by 
our own Spirit-directed testimony of peace with Jehovah 
through Messiah Jesus (use the title “Messiah”). “Sal- 
vation is come unto the Gentiles, for to provoke them to 
jealousy,” Romans 11:11. Tell them that true Christians 
have a deep regard for Israel because we are their debtors 
for everything we have received of the Christian faith, 
that those whg, feel otherwise are Christian only in 
name and not in heart. Never ask a Jew to accept Scrip- 
tures on the basis of the New Testament apart from the 
Old. Show him first some of the Messianic prophecies 


such as: 


Isaiah 7:14—Virgin birth of Messiah. 

Micah 5:2—Place of birth. 

Isaiah 9:6-7—Deity and humanity of Messiah. 

Isaiah 53—Atonement of Messiah. 

Psalm 22—Portrayal of Messiah crucified. 

Leviticus 17:11—Blood alone atones, says Moses in 
the Torah (books of Moses revered 
by Jews). 

Proverbs 30:4—Jehovah has a Son.

PART II 


THE SPIRIT OF REALIZATION 


T IS NOT SUFFICIENT to have a mere intellectual 
_ Gienowieaee of Jesus Christ and to know that He is 

greater than all of our enemies. God the Father 
desires that we might realize in experience day by day 
all that is revealed to us by the Holy Spirit concerning 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Theory without expression leads 
to stagnation. God permits the Holy Ghost to discipline 
us and to place us in situations which will help to crowd 
us out of our own limited sufficiency into the 
all-sufficency of the Lord of lords and King of kings. It 
is so easy to stand up and testify, “Jesus is my all and in 
all.” It is another thing to have this inwrought in our 
very being in actual experience. So, what the Holy Ghost 
makes plain in revelation, He waits to make true in 
REALIZATION IN EVERY BELIEVER’S HEART. To bet- 
ter understand this, I want to consider with you the 
second prayer of Paul’s in his Ephesian epistle, 3:14-21. 
“For this cause I bow my knees unto the Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, of whom the whole family in heaven 
and earth is named, that he would grant you according 
to the riches of his glory to be strengthened with might 
by his Spirit in the inner man; THAT CHRIST MAY 
DWELL IN YOUR HEARTS BY FAITH; that ye, being 
rooted and grounded in love, may be able to comprehend 
with all saints what is the breadth, and length, and 
depth, and height; and to know the love of Christ, which 
passeth knowledge, that ye might be filled with all the 
fulness of God,” verses 14-19. This is not primarily a 
prayer that we might have a revelation of the riches of 
Christ, but rather that we might experience them in our 
life. It is a prayer that we might realize all that has 
been brought to us in revelation through the Scriptures 
by the Holy Ghost concerning Christ. THE HOLY GHOST 
DESIRES TO MAKE CONSCIOUS OF THE FACT THAT 
CHRIST IS ALWAYS WITH US. Then let the winds of 
adversity blow, the lightnings flash, the thunders roar, 
and tribulations roll in upon us like billows; let the 
ground tremble, friends forsake, what difference does it 
make? Christ is with us—the Christ that is greater than 
all, exalted above men, demons, sickness, yea, and even 
death. We will not go to pieces on the rocks of fear and 
worry, because the Holy Spirit whispers, “Christ is with 
you.” Instead of opening our mouths to cry out in frus- 
tration, we shall find ourselves singing psalms and re- 
joicing always in the Lord. The Holy Ghost will quicken 
the Word to our hearts, and with our lips we shall utter 
victoriously, “Greater is he that is in me than he that is 
in the world”; “If. God be. for me, WHO CAN BE 
AGAINST ME?” In other words, if God is for us, what 
does it matter who or what is against us? “All things 
work together for good to them that love the Lord and 
to them who are the called according to His purpose” will 
be more than an empty expression. IT WILL BECQME 
ALIVE AND WILL LIFT US UP ABOVE ALL OUR..TRIB- 
ULATIONS, and our MOUTHS: WILL BURST FORTH IN 
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PRAISE AT MIDNIGHT. We will see the Rock that is 
higher than we are, and know that we are safe and se- 
cure in the arms of our Father God who has redeemed us 
by. the blood of His own Son, even while we were yet 
enemies. The Holy Spirit will faithfully bear witness with 
our spirits that Christ is in our hearts, and we shall hear 
with joy the exultant cry that filled John the Revelator 
with courage on the wind-swept Isle of Patmos, “I AM 
HE THAT LIVETH AND WAS DEAD, AND BEHOLD I 
AM ALIVE FOREVER MORE, AND I HAVE THE KEYS 
OF DEATH AND OF HELL.” What can be more reassur- 
ing than to KNOW, TO REALLY KNOW, THAT JESUS 
CHRIST, THE ALL-VICTORIOUS, THE ALL-POWERFUL 
Saviour, is with us? 


ONE CANNOT READ the account of the 
early Church without coming face to face with this one 
outstanding fact. The secret of their victory did not lie 
in some past experience, but IN THE EVER-INCREAS- 
ING KNOWLEDGE THAT JESUS CHRIST WAS WITH 
THEM. Their victory rested upon something more glori- 
ous than a cold creed, more secure than fluctuating 
feelings, more vital than lifeless orthodoxy, more up- 
building than hollow ritualism, more satisfying than 
mental assent to the dead letter. It rested UPON A PER- 
SON. HE WAS THEIR GLORY, AND ON HIM AND HIS 
RIGHTEOUSNESS THEY DEPENDED AND KNEW THAT 
IN HIM THEY WERE MORE THAN CONQUERORS OVER 
ANY AND ALL CIRCUMSTANCES. 

They not only heard the words of the Master, “Lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the end of the world,” but 
they BELIEVED THEM AND KNEW THE POWER OF 
THE CHRIST. They waited “until,” and, then, blazing 
with Pentecostal victory, they went forward. No longer 
was it their weakness but His power; no longer their 
ignorance but His wisdom; not their poverty with lifeless 
ritual. The Greeks were there with their superior in- 
tellectualism and philosophical exegesis; the Romans 
were there with their armed might; demons, devils, 
fallen angels were there—all this against a small, insig- 
nificant band of common people, yet in just a few years 
the message of Jesus Christ spread throughout Greece, 
and Rome was shaken and churches erected. How? BE- 
CAUSE CHRIST WAS NOT DEAD. HE WAS ALIVE, AND 
THIS LITTLE BAND OF COMMON FOLKS KNEW IT, 
EXPERIENCED IT, AND MARCHED EVERYWHERE, 
OVERCOMING BY THE POWER OF THE BLOOD AND 
THE CONFESSION OF THEIR FAITH IN THE EVER- 
PRESENT KING IMMANUEL. HE WAS THEIR ABID- 
ING PLACE, the answer to every question, and the solu- 
tion to all their problems. 

They were thrown in rat-infested prisons, but sang at 
midnight; stoned to death, but rejoiced in the vision of 
Jesus and died breathing out forgiveness for their en- 
emies; they were beheaded, sawed asunder, burned at 
the stake, crucified on crosses, exiled on desert islands, 
but they never faltered. They were lifted up by the ex-

HE CAME CONQUERING death—“Lazarus,

heard; the crippled walked; devils were rebuked; and 
the evil spirits departed.

He chose His followers 
and gave them their ordination; and He commissioned 
His Church with that authority which would prove to 
a gainsaying world that He is THE MIGHTY GOD. 


THE EVERLASTING FATHER! That was the 
prophecy concerning this God Man, the Giver of life that 
would last forever, life that would never end, eternal life. 
He is the Conqueror of the last enemy, death. He is the 
Victor over the things that bear death on their wings— 
disease, sickness, and affliction. It was He of whom it 
was prophesied that He would build a city eternal in the 
heavens, whose residents would never die, whose atmos- 
phere would never be defiled with disease germs, whose 
air would never be filled with the groans of suffering 
mortals, the beauty of whose country would never be 
marred by a cemetery. He promised just before He left, 
“Let not your heart be troubled: ye believe in God, believe 
also in me. In my Father’s house are many mansions: 
if it were not so I would have told you. I go to prepare a 
place for you. And if I go and prepare a place for you, I 
will come again, and receive you unto myself; that where 
I am, there ye may be also.” 

Here and now men do seek for physical well-being upon 
this earth, and men of science are doing their best to re- 
lieve the suffering of humanity. They are to be given 
credit and appreciation for their efforts, too. But work 
as they may, man will still meet his rendezvous with 
death, and. only through Christ does he have the assur- 
ance of everlasting life. He promises, “Because I live, ye 
shall live also.” “I am the resurrection, and the life: he 
that believeth in me, though he were dead, yet shall he 
live.” The Giver of everlasting life! 


PEACE—the cessation of hostilities, the 
quieting of troubled waters, the stilling of the raging 
tempest, the deliverance from frustration, the forgiveness 
of sin. Peace! The Christ Child who was the God Man 
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was to be the Prince of Peace. “On earth peace, good 
will toward men,” the heavenly host sang as they helped 
to announce Heaven’s program for the solution of man’s 
problems. 

“Peace I leave with you, my peace I give unto you: not 
as the world giveth, give I unto you. Let not your heart 
be troubled, neither let it be afraid.” Thus He comforted 
the hearts of His disciples when He announced His de- 
parture from this world. Further, He comforted them, 
“These things I have spoken unto you, that in me ye 
might have peace. In the world ye shall have tribulation: 
but be of good cheer; I have overcome the world.” 

“Peace, be still,’ He spoke to the troubled waters. 

“Go in peace, thy faith hath saved thee.” He spoke on 
many occasions to the afflicted and sinful. 

The Prince of Peace! The Prince of Peace! My God, 
how this rejecting, unbelieving world needs Him today! 

Wonderful, Counsellor, The mighty God, The everlast- 
ing Father, The Prince of Peace—those were His titles, 
and that was His work. Do we see this brought to a com- 
plete fulfillment? 

Before that can be answered consider the rest of the 
prophecy. “And the government shall be upon his shoul- 
der.” 

Men of all ages since the advent of Christ have toned 
down, dodged, and evaded the Word of God (Christ is 
the Word); they have watered down and made it either 
a book of the distant past or else of the far-fetched and 
impersonal future. Not all men, but most have, so much 
so that the message of Christ has had difficulty in find- 
ing its complete expression of perfect deliverance. 

The social lions of the ages have adopted mannerisms 
and customs and instituted fashions to the exclusion of 
and in willing ignorance of His government. 

The giant economies of the ages have given no credence 
to this great Producer of things that are lasting. Quite to 
the contrary, the vast existing economies of the world 
have not incorporated into their organizations the prin- 
ciples of neighborly love that He introduced. 

The political powers, hamstrung by the carnal ambi- 
tion of men, spoiled by the corruption of selfishness, and 
ruined by the wickedness of sinful parties, have fallen an 
easy prey to the powers of evil. Wars, the most immoral 
of all acts, has laid waste this earth that God created 
to be a garden of Eden for mankind. 


SOCIALLY, economically and politically the 
world has rejected the Christ government. And it has 
met within itself the just recompense of that error which 
was due. For the frustration of our age, basically, is that 
frustration of religion that has accepted half truths, 
acted with little faith, and received a cheap substitute 
for the power that this Christ promised His followers. 

“The government shall be upon his shoulder.” But it 
isn’t. Humanism is being substituted for the faith that 
was once delivered unto the saints; education, for the 
new birth; and science, for the power of God. 

“The government shall be upon his shoulder.” But it 
isn’t. We have built human order by human methods to 
arrive at the spiritual criteria. We have attempted to 
initiate spirituality through legislation. 

His discipline was that of insisting upon a heart free 
from defilement and treasures laid up, not on this earth 
but.in heaven, for He said, “For where your treasure is, 
there will your heart be also.” To those who brought the 
woman who was taken in adultery He said, “He that is 
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ever a church received a more sorrowful message 

than this? God had called their pastor home. 
There is a beautiful tradition which has it that God 
coudescended to kiss the dying lawgiver and in that act 
of affection withdrew his great soul? 

Whether that be true or not, we do not know, but we 
do know that God called him home, appointed his place 
to die, and, Himself, handled all the obsequies. He might 
have called an angelic choir to sing for the funeral had 
He so desired, but the Word informs us that God buried 
Moses in the land of Moab, after having called him up 
from the plains unto the Mountain of Nebo, to the 
top of Pisgah, that is over against Jericho, and giving 
him a glimpse of the Promised Land, along with the 
assurance that Abraham’s seed should yet possess it. The 
Scriptures reveal that the Church went into mourning 
for a period of thirty days in the plains of Moab. Who 
could know their grief? The only leader they had known 
—the very man who talked with God and pled their cause 
in the high courts of heaven—their intercessor, had been 
suddenly snatched away, leaving them in a wilderness. 


The pastor had died with the work incompleted. Then 
what? Who could know their misgivings? Had they not 
left their homes at the command of this man, who 
had promised great things? Did he not tell them that 
his God would see them through victoriously? But, with 
Jordan between them, and with their enemies dwelling 
in the land promised them, and with the dangers of 
the untamed woodland their present surrounding, Moses 
was gone. They possibly heard the laugh of the hyena 


Tf beak WAS DEAD. What distressing news! Has 
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in the distant thicket, and something 
seemed to whisper in their straining 
ears, “Ha! Ha! You’re trapped. You’re 
* doomed. You have been deceived and 
led into this plot. We’ll devour you yet. 
Where is your God that delivers?” The 
screech of the wild eagle, the blood- 
curdling cry of the panther, and the 
shrill wailing of the hungry coyote 
added to their loneliness and anxiety. 


When the thirty days of. weeping 
had ended, they dried their eyes and 
commenced planning the trip back 
home. Doubtlessly, the father blushed 
as he tried to explain to his trusting 
wife the predicament in which they 
were. She was apprehensive of the 
trip from the beginning. She had be- 
lieved in God, all right; but, after all, 
God hadn’t spoken directly to her; 
then, there were the children. They 
were innocent victims of this FAIL- 
URE. They were unfortunate enough 
to have been born in the wilderness; 
exhausting travel and what seemed to be aimless wan- 
dering was all they had known. Oh, the embarrass- 
ment as mother and father sat down around the camp- 
fire that night and sought for words that might en- 
able the children to understand. Possibly they started 
from the very beginning and explained the severe op- 
pression of Egypt’s brickkilns and bestial taskmas- 
ters, and of their desire for freedom, not only for them- 
selves but for the children, too. Surely that would 
teach the children’s hearts. Rather than have their off- 
spring grow up as slaves, they would have them live in 
a “land flowing with milk and honey.” “And then this 
Moses came.promising such—and we followed,” I hear 
them say. 


AS THE FIRST RAY of the morning sun 
broke cver the mountains of Moab, and the preparation 
for the long, hard trek back to slavery had begun, the 
entire encampment was alarmed and alerted to attention. 
A&A young man, the’son of Nun, inexperienced and un- 
tfrained, came forth with an astounding statement, for 
he asserted that the God of Moses had spoken to him and 
said, “Moses my servant is dead; now therefore arise, 
go over this Jordan, thou, and all this people, unto the 
land which I do give to them, even to the children of 
Israel. Every place that the sole of your foot shall tread 
upon, that have I given unto you, as I said unto Moses. 
There shall not any man be able to stand before thee 
all the days of thy life: as I was with Moses, so I will 
be with thee: I will not fail thee, nor forsake thee. Be 
strong and of a good courage.” What a glorious pro- 
nouncement! A new pastor for the church! There must 
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have been great rejoicing as the news spread through 
the camps. In the hour of extremity, God had moved. 
But with some, the tidings of the new leader’s appoint- 
ment brought such remarks as, “Humph! I doubt his 
calling! I don’t believe he has actually heard from God. 
It’s just the case of a youthful zealot trying to snatch 
a crown undeservingly. What proof has he that he is the 
“chosen one.” So on and on the murmuring went, but 
what choice had they anyhow? It was either follow 
Joshua or go back through the wilderness. They had 
nothing to lose by at least waiting and watching his 
maneuvers, so they decided to go along with the crowd. 

The first battle the young man had to fight was one 
of the most terrible of all his life. “Raging Jordan must 
be crossed! This will surely be a test of his call. If he 
crosses Jordan at this time of year, he not only is a well- 
qualified commander, but God is certainly with him, for 
Jordan has flooded its banks.” His first command was, 
“Pass through the host, and command the people, saying, 
PREPARE you victuals; for within three days ye shall 
pass over the Jordan, to go in to possess the land, which 
the Lord your God giveth you to possess it.” There was 
no tarrying with this young man. He was a man of action. 
And isn’t that characteristic of youth! Of course, he 
could see the swollen river. He also saw the tremendous 
peril of moving such an innumerable throng through it. 
But all he knew was that God had said to move, and 
move he must. O God, give us more such men, who dare 
to believe, dare to obey, and dare to march into the face 
of defeat, knowing all the while that God will deliver 
them that trust Him! Certainly this age is suffering for 
the want of such. 


JOSHUA ROSE EARLY in the morning and 
told the people, “sanctify yourselves: for tomorrow the 
Lord will do wonders among you.” Finally the day ar- 
rived for the miraculous event. General Joshua com- 
manded the priests who carried the ark of the covenant 
to advance on Jordan. I can see them with the eye of 
the mind as they approached the chilly waters. It ap- 
pears the waters grew the more unruly the nearer they 
came. But on they marched. What faith! What unwaver- 
ing trust! But just as they came to the water’s brink, 
and just as their feet touched the water’s edge, God 
moved, and the Bible states the “waters which came 
down from above stood and rose up upon an heap very 
far from the city of Adam, that is beside Zaretan: and 
those that came down toward the sea of the plain, even 
the salt sea, failed and were cut off; and the people 
passed over. And the priests that bare the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord stood firm on dry :ground in the 
midst of Jordan, and all the Israelites passed over on 
dry ground, until all the people were passed clear over 
Jordan.” Let heaven and earth break forth in deafening 
praise to God! Again He had shown’His power to deliver! 
Let the regions of hell tremble with fear, for the same 
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God that delivered the Israelites through rebellious 
Jordan, will bind every transgressor in chains of eternal 
incarceration and will march triumphantly through the 
Armageddon massacre. Well might you curse and hate 
Him, ye lost spirits, for ye shall yet bow before Him, con- 
fessing Him to be the Son of God. He shall conquer all 
His foes, and hurl all His enemies into eternal disaster. 

I learn from my text that Moses’ death was the reason 
for the movement demanded: Notice closely the wording 
of the Scripture, “Moses, my servant is dead; now there- 
fore arise, go over this Jordan.” This side of Jordan is 
not the place to stop and weep over graves. Moses’ death 
placed them in a ‘more jeopardous situation than they 
had been in prior‘to his passing. While Moses was yet 
with them, they were encouraged by his comforting 
words. They had a faithful pastor to supplicate for 
them, to call manna from heaven when they were hungry 
and to bring cool draughts of water from the “flinty 
depths” of a rock ‘when they thirsted. But, all this was 
gone! They would still have trials and afflictions. They 
would still grow hungry and thirsty, but their rest and 
their milk and honey was on the other side of Jordan. 
Moses had brought them thus far: they had to do 
something for themselves. 

Just because Moses died this side of Jordan was no 
reason for their lingering to mourn until they died of 
starvation or the wild beasts devoured them. Their 
journey had to continue. And, hear me pilgrim, just be- 
cause your hopes have been slain and buried by the 
devouring hand of “fate,” you have no right to dis- 
continue your journeying to the Promised Land. You 
see, Moses was not indispensable, though they thought 
him to be. God always raises up another prophet when 
He chooses to call one away. No one is indispensable to 
the work of the Lord. It will go on, with or without us. 
Just because your pastor sidestepped from the “straight 
and narrow path,” you have no right to do so. Just be- 
cause you see many inconsistencies in the lives of those 
over you in the Lord, you are not licensed or authorized 
to do likewise. “Cease thou from man, whose breath is 
in his nostrils.” The Moses that leads the host you are in 
may die this side of Jordan, but you must still cross over. 
You will not give an account at judgment of the deeds 
of Moses, but, thanks be unto God, you shall stand 
individualized and be judged according to the deeds of 
your own body. If the foul hand of death has taken 
your loved one, and the deep, dark, and damp grave 
has swallowed them up, why stand ye weeping so long 
over them? Take the necessary time for mourning, as 
did the Israelitish host, and then move on. Your weeping 
cannot recall them. You have not the power of resur- 
rection. The SAME ONE who called them home will lead 
you through your Jordan and into your Promised Land. 
God knew what He was doing when He took Moses.

Deuteronomy 28—Disobedience would bring disper- 
sion and persecution. 
Jeremiah 30-31; Ezekiel 37—Restoration of Israel. 
Daniel 7—Messiah’s second coming. 

Do not be hasty in feeding these truths. Better that 
one line or precept be assimilated than for confusion to 
ensue. We must remember that the Jewish mind is blind- 
ed, and that usually light dawns gradually for anyone. 
If guided by the Spirit, we shall soon learn that He 
never forces an issue, so we need not be discouraged if we 
are able to plant only one seed, for, farther along, God 
has another Christian to add to it. The Lord has stop 
signals as well as go signals, and we need to be “prayed 
up” to discern them. 


IN ALL THE HISTORY of the Christian 
Church, there never was a more opportune time than 
now to witness to the Jew. After so much sorrow and 
longing for their promised land, they are intensely in- 
terested in the resettlement of Israel; thus the door is 
open to point out the prophecies, of which there are 
many, relating to the phenomenal rebirth of the nation. 
They appreciate our interest. 

There is an attitude on the part of some that, since 
the Jews brought on divine chastening through disobedi- 
ence, why bother with them, or even waste sympathy? 
It might be well to remember some Biblical warnings 
along this line: 

Judah had sinned and Jehovah had given her into 
the hands of her enemies; but He condemned the pleasure 
of Edom over her calamity: “But thou shouldst not 
have looked on the day of thy brother in the day that 
he became a stranger; neither shouldst thou have rejoiced 
over the children of Judah in the day of their destruc- 
tion; neither shouldst thou have spoken proudly in the 
day of distress,” (Obadiah 1:12). The apostle Paul had 
much to say in Romans 11 to the Gentile Christians as 
the wild olive trees grafted into the good olive tree of 
Israel—“for salvation is of the Jews”—John 4:22—“Boast 
not against the branches—Be not high-minded, but fear: 
for if God spared not the natural branches, take heed 
lest he spare not thee...If they abide not still in un- 
belief, they shall be grafted in: for God is able to graft 
them in again...Through your mercy, they also may 
obtain mercy.” 

Let us adopt the sentiment of Paul the Jew who was the 
faithful “apostle of the Gentiles”—“Brethren, my heart’s 
desire and prayer to God for Israel is that they might 
be saved,” Romans 10:1.

You see, He never makes a mistake. Be comforted, 
bereft one, with these words. 


I AM IMPRESSED by my text with the 
thought that the opposition offered by the enemies of 
God is also reason for our need of advancement. We all 
admit that we are in a waste, howling wilderness of this 
world. We are surrounded by dangers. The hosts of dark- 
ness are constantly in pursuit of the hosts of light. We 
are in a terrible conflict with the flesh and the devil. 
The beloved apostle Paul, with scars covering his frail 
body, sounded a battle cry to the church at Ephesus, when 
he wrote, “Finally, my brethren, be strong in the 
Lord, and in the power of His might. Put on the whole 
armour of God, that ye may be able to stand against the 
wiles of the devil. For we wrestle not against flesh and 
blood, but against principalities, against powers, against 
the rulers of the darkness of this world, against spiritual 
wickedness in high places. Wherefore take unto you the 
whole armour of God, that ye may be able to withstand 
in the evil day, and having done all, to stand. Stand 
therefore, having your loins girt about with truth, and 
having on the breastplate of righteousness; and your 
feet shod with the preparation of the gospel of peace; 
above all, taking the shield of faith, wherewith ye shall 
be able to quench all the fiery darts of the wicked. And 
take the helmet of salvation, and the sword of the spirit, 
which is the Word of God.” What a charge! What a 
rallying cry! The blessed old apostle, with the vexatious 
care of the churches upon him, and with the constant 
“stabbing” of the “thorn” in his side, still dared to fight 
the good “fight of faith.” 

Here is what Paul is saying in essence, “Ephesians, 
I know you are surrounded with ferocious enemies of 
righteousness; I can understand you are prone to be- 
come discouraged and to question the worth of the strug- 
gle, but, hear me, brethren, that is all the more reason 
you should dig in and fight. You can’t win a warfare 
without fighting. You can’t wear a conqueror’s crown 
without someone or something being conquered. Fight 
on!” And that is the cry that comes rolling down the sky 
today to those about to faint in the heat of the conflict. 
Fight on, brother, reinforcements are coming. Reinforce- 
ments, seated on white horses with Jesus Christ as the 
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Captain and Leader, are about ready to leap heaven’s 
battlements and plunge into the affray. With an ear 
of faith, I hear the Captain cry, “Hold on, brave soldier 
of the cross! Heaven is taking cognizance and keeping 
constant record of the struggle. I haven’t left you to 
fall the helpless victim of the wicked one, but only to 
‘occupy til I come.’ Things are almost ready for the 
major conflict; plans are already laid out; troops are 
already drilled; the heavenly armies are falling into 
marching positions; time is running out; prayers of the 
afflicted are growing more fervent; hell is becoming 
more boastful, and the enemies of God more defiant; 
watch now and pray, for in such an hour as you think 
not, we march. Hold the fort, for I am coming.” The 
Christian’s fear of the ominous future will subside if 
he will think long: on these things. 

I learn again from my text that God called a young, 
inexperienced man to lead His children. Some of the 
old heads in the camp probably muttered, “I can’t un- 
derstand it. I have been around this camp for years. I 
know all the dangers. I have plans of precaution I could 
put into effect for the safeguarding of the people. I 
have studied the habits of Jordan, and know just when 
she will subside. This young man knows none of these 
things. Why, he is liable to throw caution to the winds. 
God certainly has made a tragic mistake this time.” 
But God wanted a daring, courageous man who would 
throw caution to the winds. He doesn’t want a leader 
who is afraid to move. We can’t wait until Jordan sub- 
sides; we must march now. There are many churches 
absolutely hamstringed by overcautious members—afraid 
to launch a building program for fear of the Jordan of 
indebtedness, afraid to have many revivals, for fear of 
the Jordan of offerings, fastings, and prayer. I warn you, 
complacent soul in a lethargic church, you may die this 
side of Jordan. The fear of Jordan may overcome you 
yet. Many a church has passed through the raging tor- 
rent and, as they stood on yonder bank looking back, 
wondered how they got through, when it was the reck- 
lessness and faith of some young Joshua. 

So many times the Lord “chooses the weak things of 
the world to confound the mighty.” Judgment will re- 
veal that on many occasions, when “big preachers” con- 
ducted landslide revivals and newspapers played them 
up as some great person, yet behind the scene were 
many obscure saints on their knees doing the “little task” 
of earnest travail of soul. Heaven’s records are unmis- 
tably correct; crowns will be placed upon the right heads 
on that great and notable day of the Lord. The Church’s 
books are often kept by fallible clerks; God’s books by 
an angel. 


My SUBJECT further impresses me with the 
fact that God gave Joshua assurance of victory before 
his first battle. God gave him a very explicit promise, 
“There shall not any man be able to stand before thee 
all thy life.” That was equipment enough to fight any 
battle. “If God be for us; who can be against us?” God 
never calls a man to be a failure. He has promised that 
his “grace is sufficient” for every trial. It should thrill 
the heart of every believer to know that God never 
works in a helter-skelter manner. All His movements 
are the result of much deliberation. Being all-intelligent, 
He considers every angle, every circumstance, and every 
consequence before He ordains anything to be, for once 
He ordains a thing, all hell cannot prevail against it. 
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He thinks no more of Joshua than He does us. His 
precious Book is full of promises assuring victory for 
us. Are we to be conquerors? Yea, more than conquerors! 
We are promised struggle, conflict, persecution, and temp- 
tation, but we are also promised grace. Joshua could: 
march with exceeding great courage, for he had the 
promise of God ringing in his ears. That would put 
intrepidity in anyone’s heart. Look at his determined 
countenance as he marches unflinchingly toward Jordan. 
And you know, if we would but steal away in secret com- 
munion with God, we could come forth from our closets 
with faces set like flints, and with countenances aglow 
with such resoluteness that would cause our enemies to 
tremble at our approach. The secret of our strength is 
Christ. “For I can do all things through Christ who 
strengtheneth me.” We are partially to blame for our 
embarrassing defeats of this day. 

Turn again to the text and note that Joshua’s obedi- 
ence brought God under obligation to Him. God told 
him to “be thou strong and very courageous, that thou 
mayest observe to do according to all the law, which Moses 
my servant. commanded thee: Turn not from it to the 
right hand or to the left, that thou mayest prosper 
whithersoever thou goest.” Do you think that Jordan 
would have parted for them if they had lived in complete 
abandonment of God’s law. A thousand times, No! And, 
by the same token, we are often powerless when we need 
help because we fail to do according to His Word. How

{Ob bb bbb bb bb be i tt a et bb be 
many times have we gone before Him in the time of 
need, and have felt a flush of embarrassment and the 
pricking of a guilty conscience, as God reminded us of 
our utter negligence of His commandments. God can 
only be brought under obligation to man as man con- 
forms to His holy precepts. There is:a tendency today 
to take portions of the Word and concoct our own theology 
and doctrine, but God plainly stated that Joshua was 
to “observe to do according to all the law.” 

Another thought worthy of our observation is that 
God commanded these people to sanctify themselves that 
the Lord may do wonders among them. He dwells only 
in “holy temples.” He will not take up His abode in an 
unclean temple. He expects and demands the supreme 
role of our lives. He must mount the throne of our 
hearts, else He is insulted and will leave us in misery 
and unbearable wretchedness. But, look again at the 
thunderbolt of truth in Joshua 3:5—“Sanctify yourselves.” 
There is little need of praying for sanctification until you 
decide to help God do the cleansing. There is a job for 
you to do before God can do His part. Pound the altar, 
roll in the floor, perspire until your clothing is wet, and 
make much ado toward sanctification, but you will never 
realize it until you make up your mind to cut every 
unclean tie that binds you to the earth. Then note the 
glorious result, “The Lord will do wonders among you.” 
We who are seeking signs and wonders to be wrought in 
our midst may have need of a bit of “sanctifying.” 

‘Then, lastly, the battle cry itself—“Arise, go over this 
Jordan.” Whatever be your Jordan, you can never cross 
it without “arising.” An effort must be made. Determina- 
tion must be in the heart; hope must be in the soul; and 
a yearning must be in the breast to see Canaan. With 
these impelling you, you must go over.

CHICAGO (EP) Eighty-two percent 
of the June graduating class of Moody 
Bible Institute plans to go to the mis- 
sion field. These young people, who 
received their diplomas at the com- 
mencement in Torrey-Gray auditori- 
um on June 12, will be ambassadors 
for Christ—and for the United States 
—all over the world. They will make 
use of their practical missionary train- 
ing in Africa, Argentina, Bolivia, Cen- 
tral America, Dominican Republic, 
East Asia, India, Japan, Pakistan, 
Peru, Philippines, Venezuela as well 
as the home mission field in North 
America. Some students who expect 
to be missionaries haven’t decided yet 
where they will go. 

Guest speaker at the graduation ex- 
ercises was Rev. H. A. Somerville, pas- 
tor of Amarillo Bible Church, Amarillo 
Texas. Mr. Somerville is a graduate of 
Moody Bible Institute (1926) and at- 
tended Purdue University for two 
years. 


WASHINGTON PRAYER

hower Cabinet. It is offered by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Ezra T. Benson 
(one of the 12 Apostles of the Mormon 
Church) or, in his absence, a Cabinet 
member designated by the President. 

Last year Benson asked rural Ameri- 
cans for ideas useful to the nation. 
—— said we were in need of more 
spiritual help. Benson reported to Ike, 
who asked his new Secretaries what 
they thought about prayer at meet- 
ings. They favored it—and a White 
House precedent was established. 


DESHAZER STIRRING REVIVAL 
SPIRIT 


WINONA LAKE, Indiana (EP) Spirit 
of the revival rallies held by Mission- 
ary Jacob DeShazer during his recent 
trip to the United States continues to 
be felt across the nation. Ultimate re- 
sult is revival bursting out in various 
sections of the country, churches con- 
ducting all-night prayer meetings, 
pastors organ g special revival 
prayer groups, while many are seeking 
Christ in the quietness of their homes 
as the influence and statements made 
by the missionary resound in their 
hearts and minds. 

DeShazer, a Free Methodist mission- 
ary who was a former Doolittle bomb- 
ardier returned to this country for the 
Doolittle reunion. As the missionary 
left Japan at the peak of a New Testa- 
ment revival, his chief theme at the 
14 rallies, sandwiched in before and 
after the reunion, was reporting the 
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up-surge of revival among evangelical 


missionaries. “This is the thing that 
is going to roll back the tide of com- 
munism,” stated DeShazar concernin 
the revival. “This will do more goo 
than the atomic bombs, all the air- 
planes and the army and navy put 
together.” 

In addition to the rallies, DeShazar 
spoke at luncheons, to delegates of 
nationwide conventions, as well as ap- 
peared on radio and TV programs. Art 
Linkletter featured the missionary on 
one of his “House Party” programs. 
Here DeShazer had the gy age od 
to tell of his imprisonment by the 
Japanese, conversion in a prison cell, 
and then consecration to return to his 
tormentors with the gospel story. 


WHAT’S WRONG WITH PARENTS 


NEW YORK (EP) Speaking here at 
the National Conference of Girls 
Clubs in America, Dr. P. W. Alexander, 
dean of East Tennessee College, said 
700 college freshmen responded to his 
questionnaire on “What is wrong with 
your parents?” with the reports: (1) 
parents are too lenient with us; (2) 


youngsters want more stable home life 
with freedom from tensions; (3) they 
want to talk things over with parents 
and don’t want brush-offs like “you'll 
understand when you're older”; (4) 
they desire more religous training in 
the home, more home chores, and 
smaller allowances. 


NOTES FROM THE NEWS 


A writer in This Week reports 
that smokers paid more than 
$4,000,000,000.00 (four billion dollars) 
for ee in 1952. The per-capita 
use of tobacco by Americans fifteen 
years old or over is the highest on 
record. Cigarette consumption is ten 
per day per person, more than twice 
as much as in the late 1930’s. 


Baptists in Russia have increased 
800 per cent under Communism, ac- 
cording to Dr. F. Bredahl Peterson of 
Copenhagen, president of the Ero- 
pean Baptist Federation. The number 
of Baptists has increased from 400,000 
a generation ago to 3,200,000. The 
statistics were released by the Baptist 
Union in Russia and checked by the 
Russian Ministry of Cults. 


Major-General Ivan L. Bennett, 
Army Chief of Chaplains, has reported 
that 642 enemy prisoners of war in 
Korea have expressed the desire to 
study for the ministry and that 30,000 
enemy prisoners have enrolled in Bible 
study courses in prisoner-of-war 
camps.

without sin among you, let him first cast a stone at her.” 
He laid down this law in His sermon on the mount: 
“Judge not that ye be not judged. For with what judg- 
ment ye judge, ye shall be judged; and with what meas- 
ure ye mete, it shall be measured to you again. And why 
beholdest thou the mote that is in thy brother’s eye, but 
considereth not the beam that is in thine own eye? ... 
Therefore all things whatsoever ye would that men 
should do to you, do ye even so to them: for this is the 
law and the prophets.” 

His program was that of ministering to the needs of 
suffering humanity, delivering spirits that were bound, 
bringing relief to the distressed, and forgiving those 
guilty of sins. Wherever He went He was doing good. It 
was not enough that He should bring a philosophy and 
a theory, but He taught that there would be evidence in 
the life of believers, for, He said, “These signs shall follow 
them that believe.” His was not a program of elaborate 
church buildings and magnificent universities, but one of 
simply finding people who were in need and bringing 
them deliverance. And His commission to the Twelve, 
the Seventy, and the Church constitutes only one thing: 
to solve the problems that distress the human family. 

Were His methods and programs effective? Consider 
this: One man (Christ) without military force, political 
prestige, social prominence, or financial resources, en- 
tered upon a ministry that in length did not exceed four 
years, yet His influence has grown until today, nearly 
2,000 years afterward, it is the greatest single force exist- 
ing among mankind. 

Could anyone doubt that the world is in a delimma to- 
day? There is distress among nations, unrest through- 
out society, wars brought on by economic and political 
ideological clashes. The immorality of science has come 
to its final fruition of atomic catastrophe. Indeed, to use 
the words of Christ, “the abomination of desolation.” 

Did you ever stop to ask yourself why is all this? Then 
let it be answered: “The government shall be upon his 
shoulder.” 

Nations have turned from His plan. Society has gone 
its own way after its own pleasure. Science, tasting the 
pleasure of some sort of success, gave itself to the de- 
struction of mankind. 


What is the answer? Listen to Him: “Let not your heart 
be troubled: ye believe in God, believe also in me. In my 
Father’s house are many mansions: if it were not so, I 
would have told you. I go and prepare a place for you. 
And if I go and prepare a place for you, I will come 
again, and receive you unto myself; that where I am 
there ye may be also.” When He comes again, when the 
perfect government is put upon His shoulder, all sin, 
sickness, disease, and iniquity will have vanished, this 
corruptible shall have put on incorruption, and this mor- 
tal shall have put on immortality. 

Until that time, we wrestle with the problems that 
swirl around us, and, by faith and His power, are more 
than conquerors. We do call His name WONDERFUL, 
COUNSELLOR, THE MIGHTY GOD, THE EVERLASTING
